Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  vital  statistics  of  the  Winslow  Rural  District  for  the 
year  1959  together  with  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  Surveyor. 


The  total  number  of  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
received  was  229?  an  increase  of  95  on  last  year.  However,  I  am 
pleased  to  report  that  none  of  the  serious  infections  such  as 
enteritis,  diphtheria,  and  poliomyelitis  was  reported  as  having 
occurred  in  the  district. 


It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  sewerage  scheme  for 
Granborough  was  completed  during  the  year.  I  trust  that  in  the 
near  future  such  connections  will  have  been  completed  in  the  centre 
of  the  village  thereby  abolishing  the  insanitary  nuisance  in  a  small 
block  of  property. 


The  Council  has  continued  its  progressive  polloy  of 
encouraging  Improvement  Grants  both  ”Discretionai*y^^  and  ’’ytandard" 
thereby  improving  housing  amenities  gene rally.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospitals 


Hospital  accommodation  for  the  district  is  provided  by  the 
Royal  Bucks  and  Tindal  General  Hospitals  Aylesbury.  Infectious  disease 
cases  are  admitted  to  the  Aylesbury  Isolation  Hospital  or  one  of  the 
Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  Oxford  Group. 

These  three  Hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Aylesbury  and 
District  Hospitals  Management  Committee. 

Cases  are  admitted  to  Stoke  Mandeville  or  the  Radcliffe 
Imfirmary,  Oxford,  if  bed  space  is  unavailable. 

Similarly,  infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  to  the 
Infectious  Disease  Hospitals  within  the  Oxford  Region  when  there  is  no 
accommodation  locally. 

Pathological  Specimens 

The  majority  of  specimens  ■  for  examination  are  submitted  to  the 
Pathology  Laboratory,  Stock  Mandeville  Hospital.  The  services  of  the 
Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Luton  and  Oxford  are  utilised  whenever 
necessary. 

Ambulance  Services 

The  ambulance  services  in  the  area  are  the  responsibility  of 
The  Bucks  County  Council.  Sight  ambulances  are  stationed  in  the 
Borough  of  Aylesbury  for  the  use  of  the  town  and  surrounding  districts. 
Included  in  this  number  are  four  sitting  case  ambulances. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Council. 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Great  Horwood,  Stewkley 
and  Winslow,  and  a  Mobile  Centre  visits  Mursley,  Nev/ton  Longville, 
Shenley  and  Swanbour.ne 

Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  Immunisation 

The  Bucks  County  Council  being  the  Local  Health  Authority  as 
defined  by  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1948  administer  this  service. 

Treatment  of  Venereal  Disease 

A  Venereal  Disease  Clinic  is  held  regularly  at  the  Royal  Bucks 
Hospital,  Aylesbury,  where  free  treatment  is  given.  This  clinic  is 
administered  by  the  Aylesbury  and  District  Hospital  Management 
Committee.

Most  of  the  owners  have  now  connected  their  properties 
to  the  sewer  and  in  some  cases  they  have  made  full  use  of 
available  improvement  grants. 

#  I  am  happy  to  report  that  all  other  public  health  services 
functioned  anooliily  and  satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Once  again  I  would  express  my  thanks  for  the  co-operation 
given  me  by  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  who  have  been 
only  tob  willing  to  spare  their  valuable  time  whenever  the  need 
has  arisen.

SEr.'^/GPvAGB  AND  SEIVAGB  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  the  Granborough  sev/erage  scheme  was  completed 
This  brought  the  Winslow  Sewage  Disposal  Works  into  full  use  for  '  ■ 
which  it  was  designed.  It  did  however  .create  a  sludge  disposal 
problem  at  the  works  and  this  v/as  rectified  by  the  construction 
of  emergency  drying  lagoons.  These  have  been  used  during  the 
winter  months  thus  enabling  the  proper  drying  beds  to  be  rested. 

The  majority  of  properties  have  been  or  are  in  the  process  of 
being  connected  to  the  nev/  sewer  and  several  owners  have  taken 
advantage  of  Improvement  Grants. 

The  only  other  item  of  interest  during  the  year  v/as  the 
relaying  of  a  length  of  very  troublesome  6’*  sewer  at  Whaddon.  For 
a  number  of  years  this  had  been  constantly  blocking  and  in  the  absenc 
of  any  manholes  it  had  necessitated  much  waste  of  labour  in  opening 
up  on  each  occasion.  This  sewer  was  relaid  and  two  new  manholes 
constructed. 

The  Council's  works  generally  are  in  very  good  order,  but  at 
North  Marston  they  are  at  times  unable  to  function  as  well  as  they 
should  due  to  the  generally  unsatisfactory  land  drainage  position 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  works.  I  do  not  see  that  anything  can 
be  done  until  the  brook  and  all  the  ditches  and  stream.s  over  a  wide 
area  are  satisfactorily  drained. 


PUBLIC  CLBANSING 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disnosal 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  new  Bedford  Compressmore 
vehicle  was  brought  into  use.  The  fortnightly  collection  schedules 
were  fully  maintained  and  no  regular  overtime  was  worked.  This 
service  is  one  which  expands  month  by  month.  With  the  addition  of 
just  a  few  dv/ellings  each  month  the  tim.e  taken  to  collect  and  tip 
is  continually  lengthening. 

A  most  satisfactory  solution  to  our  future  tipping  needs  was 
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found  in  purchasing  the  pit  which  is  situated  just  heyond  the  Council's 
existing  tip  at  Lt»  Korv/ood®  This  should  enable  the  existing  tip  to 
he  raised  to  a  higher  level  and  shoula  provide  tipping  capacity  for 
many  years  to  come.
